The four unidentified paragraphs from someone’s letter that you sent 
me are very interesting.

From t.-e inference of these paragraphs, 1 suggest tnst you remind your 
correspondent that in tne recent, multiple hijackings, the first was accompanied with 
a demand for Sirhan's release. This was tuen made to appear as unauthorized and to 
nave been, denied, which is false. There was a cute ploy for which tne press went, 
quite uncritically. The demand was made, was made by tne hijackers themselves, and 
then, when tne reaction was very bad, was made to seem an error and not to have been 
intended by a simple device. I do not now recall which is tne case, but it was one 
of these two: another guerrilla organization denied it had ever made the demand, or 
tne head Quarters of the group involved denied that it had. however, the hijackers 
themselves certainly did* and all else is irre deviant. nave old ouotes from the 
father Sirhan that would b- relevant if this is carried to a definitive end. In fa4%„ 
in the first part of COUP I nave a relevant chapter. The ni-Biri Emissary. 

If your correspondent wants to go way out, there is an Arab stident in the 
Karina story, as I recall his name, Mohammed Reggab. It didn't check out well, but 
it also is not definitive. 

It is not as unusual as your correspondent seems to tnink for onewith 
Niaaraguen anceatry to be mixed in Arab activities. There seems to be considerable 
Latin, interest, from tne left to my knowledge ana I’d assume from the more extreme 
right, too, but here 1 have no knowledge. 

Should you desire to try and carry these California leads forward, I may 
know who out there could be helpful if tuese are not left links. Depends on who 
does it. I nave no left sources who would say, if they kne?;. 

There in reference to Vfalden Janes. If this is to be checked, he was rare- 
ly known as "Walden”. I do not recall how he styled himself, but it was by his 
middle name, which escapes me, which it shouldn't, because I was part of sn in- 
vestigation of him in nis earlier career, wuen ue ’was in public relations. Almost 
any old hand on the Washington papers would recall it if your correspondent does not. 
This may be something reported to him, something ns uoes not himself recall or he’d 
have the name. It was something like ¥. Preston ^ og.es, only it wasn't Preston. The 

incident is correct, but incomplete as presented. Ms Jones was a close buddy of 

Ike's, or rather, in " L ke's later day, nad become one. I tnink he was pneoof those who 
made gifts to the farm that Ike used for nis considerable loot, especially his 
-'"■ngus stock. There were also such items as bulls, tractors, etc. 1 think even the 
remodling of tne house (and that was quite a job-I saw it when I was there). Tuis 

guy was a constant golfing companion of Ike's, and others. This crash was in
